COMMENTS  PREPARED  BY  COMMODITY  PROGRAMS,  FOREIGN  AGRICULTURAL  SERVICE 
EXPORT  SALES  REPORT 


Comments  for  release  on  October  9  (based  on  reports  from  exporters  for  the  period  ending 
October  2,  1980): 

Wheat :  Buyer  interest  was  moderate  as  the  net  increase  in  sales  were  642,400  metric  tons 
(MT).  China  (192,300  MT),  the  Soviet  Union  (170,000  MT),  and  South  Korea  (99,300  MT) 
were  the  major  purchasers.  Exports  were  heavy  (925,700  MT)  of  which  425,100  MT  went  to 
China. 

Corn:  Net  increase  in  sales  were  3,600,100  MT  for  the  new  marketing  year  (MY)  including 
1,620,400  MT  carried  over  from  MY  1979/80.  Mexico,  Japan,  Poland,  the  Soviet  Union,  and 
unknown  destinations  accounted  for  most  of  the  new  business,  bringing  total  commitments 
for  MY  1980/81  to  23,229,800  MT.  Exports  remained  at  the  million-ton  level. 

Barley:  Net  increase  in  sales  were  50,500  MT  with  sales  of  50,400  MT  to  unknown  desti¬ 
nations  the  most  significant  transaction.  Exports  were  23,300  MT,  most  of  which  went  to 
Japan  (16,200  MT). 

Sorghum:  Net  increase  in  sales  were  498,200  MT  for  MY  1980/81,  including  411,600  MT 
carried  over  from  the  previous  MY.  Total  commitments  for  MY  1980/81  now  stand  at 
1,448,900  MT. 


Rice:  Net  increase  in  sales  were  526,900  MT.  South  Korea  purchased  500,000  MT,  bringing 
its  total  commitments  to  over  700,000  MT  for  the  current  MY.  Exports  were  60,700  MT. 

Soybeans:  Net  increase  in  sales  were  580,700  MT.  Japan  was  the  principal  buyer  (122,000 
MT)  followed  by  the  Netherlands  (73,800  MT),  West  Germany  (73,000  MT),  and  China  (63,000 
MT).  Exports  decreased  50  percent  to  238,700  MT  from  the  previous  week's  level.  Major 
destinations  were  the  Netherlands  (81,700  MT),  Mexico  (34,100  MT),  Spain  (33,400  MT), 
and  Japan  (31,000  MT). 

Soybean  Meal:  Net  increase  in  sales  were  399,900  MT  for  the  week,  all  of  which  were  in 
the  new  marketing  year  beginning  October  1.  Undeclared  destinations  (132,500  MT) 
accounted  for  the  greatest  share,  followed  by  Mexico  (121,200  MT),  Italy  (56,400  MT), 
the  Netherlands  (36,900  MT),  and  Poland  (36,000  MT).  Exports  (77,000  MT)  decreased  33 
percent  from  the  week-earlier  total.  The  two  major  destinations  were  West  Germany 
(36,700  MT)  and  Bulgaria  (17,100  MT). 

Soybean  Oil:  Net  increase  in  sales  were  up  sharply  (106  percent)  to  67,200  MT  compared 
with  the  week-earlier  total.  Panama  was  the  major  buyer  with  new  purchases  of  14,600 
MT,  followed  by  Mexico  (8,100  MT)  and  Colombia  (7,700  MT).  Exports  (11,400  MT) 
decreased  56  percent  from  the  week-earlier  level.  Practically  all  the  exports  were 
before  the  beginning  of  the  new  marketing  year  (Ocotober  1),  with  Somalia  (3,700  MT), 
Panama  (3,200  MT),  and  Colombia  (2,700  MT)  the  principal  destinations. 

Cotton:  Sales  activity  slow.  MY  80/81  net  increase  in  sales  were  44,600  RB.  Largest  buye 
were  Korea  (18,500  RB),  Japan  (17,500  RB),  and  Hong  Kong  (6,600  RB).  MY  81/82  sales 
totaled  2,900  RB.  Weekly  exports  dropped  to  82,100  RB.  Three  percent  was  shipped  to 
Europe  and  97  percent  to  Asia,  including  27,000  RB  to  China. 

Hides  and  Skins:  Net  increase  in  sales  were  368,600  pieces,  of  which  318,500  were  whole 
cattle  hides.  Major  buyers  for  the  whole  cattle  hides  were  Japan  (150,000),  Korea 
(65,300),  Mexico  (29,400),  Taiwan  (27,000),  and  Canada  (23,100).  Exports  of  total  hides 
and  skins  this  week  were  355,000  pieces,  with  Japan  (206,700)  and  Mexico  (55,200)  the 
major  destinations.  Of  total  hides  exported,  291,100  pieces  were  whole  cattle  hides 
with  Japan  (184,800),  Mexico  (31,700),  and  Korea  (16,700)  the  main  destinations. 

Oats  and  Rye:  Showed  no  significant  activity.
